Ramos grilled on reclamation project

She said Ramos resorted to “finger-poi 
ing” by claiming that he merely relied on his 
advisers and that he was just pursuing the line 
taken by then President Corazon Aquino on 
the reclamation project.

THE ARROYO administration is looking to collect another P14 billion in back 
taxes and penalties from the special savings accounts (SSA) of local and for- 
eign banks, according to the Bureau of Internal Revenue. 


‘The SSA taxes are on top of thé P38 billion 
the government claims it is owed by local and 
foreign banks in taxes on their foreign curren- 
у deposit unit (FCDU) loans since 1998. 

n a briefing at Malacabang, BIR Commis. 
sioner Guillermo Parayno said the government. 
had notified the banks that it would start col- 
lecting taxes on SSA or time deposits issued as 
passbook accounts instead of certificates. 

“Up to now, itis still being contested in various 
cours whether or not certain accounts without 
cenificates of deposit are subject to tax because 
banks had been able to come up with banking in- 
struments (SSA) that do not have certificates of de- 
posit but are covered by passbook” Parayno said. 

"tt doesn't matter if there is no certificate 
‘but as long as itis an instrument of indebted- 
ness it should be taxed," he said. 

Asa passbook account, the SSA is subject only to 
the 20 percent withholding tax on income charged 
the interest eamings ofa normal saving accounts. 

The banks have used the SSA to dodge pay- 
ment of the documentary stamps tax. Thus, 
an SSA holder gets time deposit rates but pays 
taxes reserved for savings deposits. 

"The Bankers Association ofthe Philippines has

GMA vows to go 


ASIDE from reading the riot act to highly paid 
officials of government-owned and -controlled 
corporations, President Macapagal-Arroyo yes- 
terday said she has started cracking the whip on 
notorious tax evaders and smugglers in order to 
plug the leaks in revenue collection. 

"The President said she had directed the Bu- 
reau of Internal Revenue to garnish the bank 
accounts of notorious tax evaders. 

She has also signed an executive order giv-

Parayno, however, said that until the courts 
decide on the tax status of SSAs, the govern- 
ment cannot collect these taxes.

Aside from the SSA, Parayno said the BIR 
was ready to pursue back taxes from local and 
foreign banks for nonpayment of the gross re- 
ceipts tax (GRT), the documentary stamp tax 
(DST) and branch profits on their FCDU loans 
since their tax exemption was lifted under the 
‘Comprehensive Tax Reform Package in 1997. 

Parayno said the BIR had agreed to discus the 
issue with the Congressional Oversight Commitee. 

“We are amenable to congressional inter- 
vention, afterall whatever settlement will be 
made will be subject to the same oversight 
committee," he said.

‘Why indexation won't work’ 


THE ECONOMIC Managers’ 
Group (EMG), the economic 
think-tank of Malacafang, favors 
the retention of the fourtier tax 
classification of cigarettes, This 
stems from EMGS belief that 
maintaining the present tax cate- 
gories wil limit debates. in 
Congress to the tax rates and their 
proposed indexation to inflation. 

As defined by the Department 
of Finance (DOF) ‘indexation’ 
means tying up the rate of in- 
Grease in the tax rate to the annu- 
al inflation rate as determined by 
the National Statistics Office 
(NSO). The intention is to cap- 
"ure additional ax revenue from 
upward adjustments in the prices 
of cigarettes and alcohol since tax. 
rates will be periodically adjusted. 
based on official inflation data. 

Rep. Exequiel Javier of An- 
tique, a tax lawyer and lawmaker, 
thinks the proposed indexation 
will face strong opposition like it 
did in the 11thand 12th Congress 
for several reasons, These are: 

* Unlike customs duties and 
tariff rates which the President 
has the power to fix ‘within 
specified limits” [Art VI, Section 
28 par (2)) the power to impose. 
taxes or waive the collection of 
all other taxes belongs exclu- 
sively to Congress. Allowing the 
indexation of taxes to inflation is 
tantamount to an unlawful dele- 
gation of Congress power to tax 
to the executive branch, The 
Constitution stipulates that all 
appropriation, revenue or tarif 


bilis, bills authorizing increase 
of the public deb, bills of local 
application, and private bills, 
shall originate exclusively in the 
House of Representatives 

© Given that Congress is not 
willing to delegate its power to 
tax, the fixed tax rates under 
the specific tax system be- 
comes unrealistic and requires

* Because of this, there is a 
growing consensus in the House 
to rerum to the value-based ad 
valorem tax system versus specifie 
tax with indexation for several 
reasons: а) ad valorem automati- 
cally captures tax revenues due to 
price increases; b) the ax burden.

CLAIMING evidence thatthe government was 
losing potential revenues of P5 billion from 
cigarette taxes under the present system, 
sponsors ofa bill for a return to the old ad val- 
‘orem taxation said the measure was gaining 
ground inthe House. 

“I believe the ad valorem system will be ар. 
proved once it gets on the floor for a vote," 
said Rep. Danilo Suarez (LR Quezon), who is 
a co-sponsor of the bill proposing a shift from 
the present specific system of taxation. 

He said that at least 80 representatives 
were now ad valorem supporters. 

The House ways and means committee is 
conducting hearings on a proposal from the 
government to index the excise taxes on so- 
Called sin products—alcoholic beverages and 
tobacco—to inflation in order to raise govern- 
ment revenues. 

In 1997, the country shifted from ad val- 
orem to specific taxation of sin products when 
Congress passed the Comprehensive Tax Re- 
form Program. 

Under the ad valorem system, taxes are 
computed as a percentage of the value or 
price of a product, 


Setamount per pack 

In the specific system, the tax is specified 
опа unit ofa product, that is, aset amount for 
each pack of cigarettes 

Both systems have thelr advantages and 
disadvantages. The shift to the specific system 
was made in 1997 largely to plug the loop- 
holes in the ad valorem system under which a 
certain cigarette company allegedly evaded 
paying tens of billions of pesos in taxes by un- 
‘der-declaring the value ofits products. 

“This form of tax evasion can be avoided in 
the specific system except that, under the latter 
system, the tax rate stays the same even as the 
price of the product rises with inflation. To pre- 
vent this, the tax can be indexed to inflation, as 
the government is now asking Congress to do. 

Suarez argued that the ad valorem system. 
was “market-driven with government getting 
higher revenues every time the prices of 
cigarettes go up." 

Another of the bills co-authors, Rep. Exe- 
quiel Javier (Lakas, Antique), cited Bureau of 
Internal Revenue data showing that excise tax 
collections under ad valorem grew by an aver- 
‘age of 12.46 percent from 1989 to 1996. 

"The average growth of revenue collections 
under specific taxation from 1997 to 2003 
‘was only 4.05 percent, said Javier, citing the 
same BIR data. 

“The simulation shows that if we apply the 
1996 ad valorem tax rates to the actual retail 
prices and. total removals of all cigarette 
brands in 2003, government could have 
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earned PS billion more than its actual 2003 
excise tax collection," he said. 

‘Javier also defended the ad valorem system 
from criticisms that cigarette manufacturers 
can avoid paying correct taxes through price 
under-declaration and the use of marketing 
arms. 

“all that the government needs to do is to 
conduct regular price surveys in the country’s 
top supermarkets to determine the average 
actual retail price per brand,” he said. 

‘The House ways and means committee has 
yet to make a decision on the various proposals. 

‘The finance department said ina statement. 
yesterday it supported House Speaker Jose de 
Venecia's House Bill No. 194 proposing the in- 
dexation of sin taxes, particularly because the 
bill calls for the removal of the distinction be- 
tween old and new brands of cigarettes.

Finance Undersecretary Grace Pulido-Tan 
told the committee hearing on Tuesday that 
the De Venecia bill would lft the protection of 
old cigarette brands that has cost the govern- 
ment billions in foregone revenues, 

Old brands refer to those that existed when 
the CTRP was passed in 1997. The bicameral 
conference committee at the time inserted a 
provision which prohibited the re-classifica- 
tion ofthe existing or old brands. 

Former finance secretary Jose Isidro Cama- 
cho, who sought the passage of an indexation 
Jaw in 2003, estimated that the government 
lost P40 billion because of the failure to re- 
classify old cigarette brands. 

Citing the consumer price indices for tobac- 
co for 1998, 2001 and 2002, Camacho re- 
vealed that the foregone revenue from For- 
tune Tobacco from 1999 to 2002 was P28.069 
billion; from Philip Morris, P10.172 billion; 
and from Sterling and Anglo, P2.511 billion. 

Citing a survey by the National Тах Research 
Center, De Venecia said that many of the low- 
priced products when the law was enacted in 
1996 are now selling at a much higher price and 
proposed that the tax rate be adjusted by 25 
percent and thereafter be indexed to inflation. 

‘The country’s top two cigarette manufactur- 
ers—Fortune Tobacco Corp. and Philip Morris 
Phil.—are on opposite sides of the debate. 

Philip Morris favors a modest tax increase. 
which is akin to proposals by some congress- 
men to impose а uniform tax rate on all 
cigarette brands,

with sex queries

BLAME it on the Iuquimes. 

"The Department of Health’s family plan- 
ning hotline has been turned into a question 
and answer line on sex. 

About 60 percent of the questions called in 
or sent through SMS (Short Message Service) 
are on sexuality, including concerns on penis 
size, masturbation, premature ejaculation, 
and orgasms and the inability of some women 
to experience it.

"These questions (on sexuality) may have 
been brought about by the Philippine Daily 
Inquirer story that appeared on Aug. 16 [also 
carried by Iquinen Libre] headlined: ‘Got a 
question on sex? DOH hotline has the an- 
swer,” the two-page report said. 

ЕР hotline supervisor Yasmin Ann Pimentel 
said the hotline staff had received queries 
such as: “Are masturbation and premature 
ejaculation normal?” "What about erectile 
dysfunction?” “How often should I have sex?” 

“We cannot avoid geting questions on sexual- 
у Ies an opportunity for us to promote family 
planning, both natural and modern methods,” 
Pimentel said in a phone interview yesterday. 

The hotline has not been spared from 
sleazy callers and curious youth asking about 
dating and crushes. More than half of the 
callers were male, Pimentel said. 

One caller asked if it was okay to have sex 
with a co-worker who was married, while an- 
other sought advice on-how to tell her crush

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No need for new law to sell

Napocor assets—Gonzalez 


JUSTICE Secretary Raul Gonzalez yes- 
terday sad there was no need for anew 
law to facilitate the sale of the trans- 
mission assets of the National Power 
Corp. in response to Malacafiang's re- 
quest for a legal opinion on the issue. 

Gonzalez, however, said the justice 
secretary's opinion was not required 
on a related issue—whether the 
transmission assets should be priva- 
tized through a negotiated sale. 

Gonzalez said the sale ofthe Napoc- 
ors transmission assets, the National 
‘Transmission Corp. (Transco), was al- 
ready sufficiently covered by Electric 
Power Industry Reform Act (Epira). 

“There is no more need since the 
principle is already imbedded in the 
ам The law is selfexecuting,” he said. 

President Macapagal-Arroyo late 
last month asked the DOJ to render 
ап opinion on whether а new law is 
needed for Transco' sale. 

"The President sought a legal opin- 
ion from the DOJ after several legisla- 
tors said that there was no need Юга 
new law since the transfer of Napoc- 
ors transmission assets was already 
clearly defined under the Epira law. 

Sen. Juan Ponce Enrile след Sec- 
tion 8 ofthe Epira , which states that 
“within six months from (the laws) 
effectivity .. the transmission and 
sub-transmission facilities franchise 


the transmission system and the grid, 
shall be transferred to the Transco." 

"If Enrile's stand is correct, this al- 
ready serves as authority for Transco 
to offer its facilities to interested pri- 
vate concessionaires without further 
need to seek congressional approval,” 
presidential spokesperson Ignacio 
Bunye said in a statement on Aug. 29. 

In another legat opinion, Gonzalez 
kept his hands off the issue of 
whether Transco can be privatized 
through a negotiated sale. 

Gonzalez said the justice secretary's 
opinion was required only in negotiat- 
ей sales in the “procurement” of gov- 
еттеп infrastructure projects, goods 
and services, and not in "the sale, and 
disposition, and tansfer" of govem- 
mentassets, under the provisions ofthe 
‘Government Procurement Reform Act. 


Approval needed 

‘But he said the Department of En- 
ergy should get the approval of the 
President and the Joint Congression- 
al Power Commission before proceed- 
ing with a negotiated sale of Transco, 
as required by the Epira law. 

‘The energy department is considering 
selling Transco through a negotiated sale 
for Transco after two public biddings in 
January and August 2003 failed. 

However, Bunye said that the Power 
Sector Assets and Liabilities Manage- 


ment Corp. (PSALM), the agency over- 
seeing the privatization ofthe Napocor 
assets, is already reviewing the bids of 
five companies that are interested in 
purchasing the transmission assets 

‘According to Bunye, five world 
class power companies signified their 
intention to join the bidding shortly af- 
ter the May elections. He said this was 
а clear sign that investor confidence in 
the Philippines has improved. 

Under the concession offered by the 
government, the winning bidder gets to 
operate the transmission grids for 25 
years, which can be extended by anoth- 
ег25 years depending on performance, 
Privatization 

The privatization is expected to 
raise $2 billion to $5 billion for the 
government by the end of 2005. 

‘The President has said that the priva- 
tization of Transco' assets would up- 
grade the transmision system and at- 
tact more investors while providing 
electricity to over 4,000 barangays with- 
ош electricity service across the country, 

Anestimated P2.5 billion is needed 
over the next 10 years to strengthen 
the transmission grid and provide 
electricity for these barangays. 

Ms Arroyo said that the privatiza- 
tion of Transco's transmission assets 
would pave the way for the setting up 
of a PI billion fund for a wholesale 


of the (Napocor) for the operation of 
electricity spot market where buyers 

of electricity can choose from various 

suppliers of power. 

"This is expected to result in more. 
competitive pricing among indepen- 
dent power producers and allow 
power distributors like the Manila 
Electric Co. and power cooperatives 
to select the IPPs that offer the lowest.

ТТН OVER P5 million in cash advances in 2001 
Wee remain unliquidated properly up to now, 
Chair Winston Garcia should be taken to task for 
failing to meet the requirements of public accountability 
and transparency, values that are necessary to ensure that 
the Government Service Insurance System (GSIS) is 
properly and effectively managed. The GSIS officialdom 
may say that is merely nitpicking, raised 
EDITORIAL by muckrakers who refuse to recognize 
that the GSIS has vastly improved its in- 
come under Garcia. But the issue of proper liquidation of 
* cash advances is valid. Proper liquidation means efficient 
management of the pension funds of tens of thousands of 

: government workers. 

‘The GSIS insists that the advances were liquidated. But 
the liquidation came in the form of an overriding certifi- 
cation that merely declared that the disbursements were 
used “in relation to or by reason of" Garcia's executive po- 
sition. This form of liquidation does not fulfill the most el- 
mentary audit procedures and standards. And even if 
the GSIS insists this was above board and approved by 
the audit office, it should at least have the sensitivity to 

isüit its procedures in accordance with unassailable 
Tiorms. Public accountability requires no less. 

But what is very telling about the report on Garcia's dis- 
bursements is that the disbursement vouchers were pre- 
pared by his sister, Carolyn Garcia-Empemano, who was 

is senior assistant, receiving more than P130,000 month- 
Лу in salary and allowances in 2001. That a kin prepares 
the vouchers for Garcia's approval may not be illegal but it 
is highly questionable. And since she's her brother's assis- 
"tant, could Empemano properly liquidate his advances? 
‘Or if he liquidated them himself, could she be objective 
enough to perform the most basic audit and challenge him 
when the liquidation fell short of the standard? 

Now Garcia could say that as an official, he is entitled to 
‘an assistant who enjoys his confidence. That may be so. 
But couldn't he find somebody on whom he could repose 
his confidence in the whole GSIS? To be sure, Empe- 
mano's work could be done by any of the secretaries or 
accounting clerks in the plantilla of the 6515 who aren't 

; receiving salaries as high as she does. Moreover, confi- 
dence is not an absolute element in effective manage- 
ment. For Garcia and other similarly situated top officials 
to insist on the strictest confidence from those around 
‘them smells like a confidence game is being set up. 

But Garcia is not alone in putting premium on confi- 

dence and kinship over efficiency and transparency. Even 
his critics among our lawmakers are guilty of employing 

, their kin and making the public pay for them. Many of our 
Jawmakers have relatives as staffers. When he was sena- 

глог, Robert Jaworski made his son chief of staff. Teofisto 
Guingona made his daughter an assistant when he was in 
the Senate. When he was a congressman, Sergio Apostol 
made his daughter, Amelyn Apostol Buenviaje, chief of 
staff. When he was appointed chair and president of the 
Philippine National Oil Co.-Energy Development Corp., 
he brought her along and later created a position for her, 
that of marketing manager, with a salary reportedly 
teaching P200,000. 

The practice is not exclusive to the legislature. The exec- 

+ utive and the judiciary teem with relatives of important of- 
ficials working as confidential employees. They receive 
Salaries beyond the pale of the salary standardization law. 

‘That kith and kin fill confidential and high-paying gov- 
ernment positions is a variant of the dynastic and feudal- 
istic makeup of our politics and governance. Garcia and 
other officials may insist that there's nothing essentially 
" wrong with putting kin in confidential positions, that this 
135 merely a cultural trait, but they should at least realize 
this does not augur well for effective public management. 
Ifthe GSIS and other government-owned and -controlled 
corporations insist that the regime of high salaries that 
obtains in their offices is necessary to enable them to 
compete with the private sector and attract competent 
managers and professionals, then there's no reason for 
them to appoint their own relatives and friends as assis- 
tants, staff members and confidential employees. This 
simply flies in the face of professionalism and effective 
management that the high salaries are supposed to en- 
gender. Surely there are more competent people than 
their kin. Unless, of course, Garcia and the other officials 

: look at GOCCs as their personal fiefdoms. 

"With that outlook, let the budget deficit go hang. Let

THE PRESIDENT and Congress continue to 
dance the moro-moroaround the pork barrel, an 
outstanding example of corruption, wastage 
and abuse of power in government. The Presi- 

dent asks members of Congress to forego 40 
percent of their pork barrel. The legislators 
counter that the President should forego her 
‘own pork barrel (yes, she has it in the form of 
discretionary intelligence and social funds). 

But all this is just for show and intended to 
fool the people and preserve the status quo. If 
the President is sincere about reducing the 
congressional pork barrel, all she has to do is 
remove the appropriation from her proposed 
bbudget—and not just 40 percent of it. No need 
to ask Congress’ permission. If Congress is sin- 
cere about cutting the pork in the executive de- 
partment, all it has to do is reduce the appro- 

ations for intelligence and discretionary al- 
Томапсез. So why are they not doing this? 

If Congress would cut all government al- 
lowances by just 20 percent, about P20 billion 
would be saved, an amount equal to the ex- 
pected revenue from the proposed increase in 
tariff on ой imports as well as е congression- 
al pork barrel. 

‘As stated last Monday, while the Constitution 
prohibits members of lawmaking bodies from 
increasing their own salaries, they have been 
surreptitiously increasing their own allowances 
and other benefits. The list of allowances top of- 
ficials pay themselves can fill a whole page. 
Aside from the usual discretionary and intelli 
gence allowances, there are allowances for cars, 
drivers, gasoline, maintenance, travel, mail and 
phone, entertainment, housing, etc., etc. Some 
‘even have grocery allowances.

‘THE HIGH COURT has upheld a job contract 
that allows management to ban employees 
from marrying staff members of a rival compa- 
my modern-day corporate equivalents of 
Shakespeare's Montagues and Capulets. In 
Duncan Association v. Glaxo Philippines, 
Glaxo asked employees to sign a contract in 
which they promised "to avoid having [а] рег. 
sonal or family interest...in any competitor" 
and “to disclose to management any existing 
or future relationships.” In case of “a possible 
conflict of interest,” the employee must “agree 
to resign voluntarily. аз a matter of company 
policy" 

Pedro Tuason was a fine employee by all ac- 
counts. His only fault was that he fell in love 
with Betsy an employee ofa rival company. Pe- 
dro claims he was “constructively dismissed" 
by being exiled to Butuan, and that Glaxo vio- 
ated his “right to marry” and to “equal protec- 
tion” by treating him differently solely on ac- 
count of his marriage. 

"The Court upheld the contract, saying that 
Glaxo's policy was a "valid exercise of manage- 
ment prerogatives” and that Glaxo had the 
"right to guard its trade secrets [and] confi 
dential programs" and was entitled “to protect 
йз right to reasonable retums on invest- 
ments.” 

But surely Pedro is just as entitled to his 
right to marry and to equal protection? The 
Court says Pedro signed that contract volun- 
тагйу. But when ап employee bargains away 
his legally protected rights, are the courts 
bound to honor the waiver? Can an employee 
bargain away his right to the minimum wage? 
Can a paraplegic bargain away his right 
against discrimination on the basis of physical. 
disability? Could Pedro have waived the con- 
stitutional protection for marriage as “an invi- 
olable social institution” and for the “right of 
spouses to found a family"? That is why courts 
are empowered to strike down contracts that 
are contrary to law, morals and public policy, 
especially employment contracts that are 
asymmetrical” where one party, the employ- 
ee, is at a disadvantage and the employer has 
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controlled corporations (GOCCs) and govem- 
ment financial institutions (GFIs), their boards 
of directors can and have increased their own 
salaries—and even their retirement benefits. 

Easily the most obnoxious is the case of the 
Development Bank of the Philippines whose 
board of directors approved a P75,000 budget 
for each director for “office and staff allowance.” 
k allowed each director to appoint two relatives 
то be paid ош of this allowance. It was disap- 
proved by the Commission on Audit, but the 
board defied the COA and went ahead and creat- 
ed the new positions anyway The directors obvi- 
ously believe that charity begins at home. 

It is not only members of Congress and 
boards of directors who have abused their 
power to increase allowances. Members of 
provincial, city, municipal and even barangay 
councils have abused theirs, too. 

Easily the most abused privilege is the car 
plan. Members of the boards and councils at- 
tend meetings only once or twice a month. They 
already have one or two or more of their own 
vehicles. Yet they are provided with more new 
vehicles at taxpayers’ expense—luxury models 
pa—plus back-up vehicles for their bodyguards. 

‘Under these car plans, the vehicles bought 
by the government become the properties of 
the users after a few years and after they have 
paid, on installment, a token price. In some 
cases, when an official is replaced, he does not 
return the vehicle assigned to him and itis lost 
tothe government. 

‘Theoretically, there is a watchdog, the COA, 
that is supposed to check this form of abuse. 
But the auditors are coopted into the conspira-

One basic principle of taxation is to tax most 
those who can afford it the most. Yet our tax 
structure favors the rich and punishes the poor, 
especially the middle class. While increasing 
consumption taxes, which hits everybody, it 
has reduced direct taxes on the rich. 

Tr has reduced the maximum income tax rate 
from the original 70 percent to only 30 percent. 
‘Thus, the mega-rich, the multi-billionaires that 
Forbes Magazine listed among the richest in the. 
region, pay the same 30 percent tax rate as à 
member of the middle class. That original 70 
percent maximum rate, mind you, applied only 
to income above P500,000 a year. 

Before Congress enacts a new tax measure, it 
should first raise the 30 percent limit on income 
tax rates to the original 70 percent. But of 
course the legislators lowered the limit because. 
it benefits chem. They themselves earn millions 
for which they should pay the correct taxes.

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IN REACTION to the car bombing of the Aus- 
tralian Embassy in Jakarta two weeks ago, Aus- 
tralia's Prime Minister John Howard threatened 
to deploy Australian anti-terror "flying squads" to 
carry out preemptive strikes on terrorist groups in 
Southeast Asia to protect Australian lives and es- 
tablishments in the region 

Howard's proposal has kicked up a fresh round 
of irritation in Australia's relations with Из South- 
feast Asian neighbors already frayed by Canberra's 
insolent and patronizing statements over their ca- 
pacity to curb terrorist activities and thelr commit- 
nent to the US-led coalition in the war on intema- 
tional terrorism. Malaysia and the Philippines, the 
countries likely to be asked to host the Australian. 
“flying squads," promptly rejected Howard's plan 

"The proposal has rankled Southeast Asian sen- 

itivity over heir national sovereignty. Malaysian 
Deputy Prime Minister Najib Tun Razak said, "We 
‘won't allow any preemptive strike when it comes 
to our national territory" The Philippine govern- 
ment rebuffed Howard's projec, in the wake of 
Malaysia's rejection. "Апу intrusion of flying 
squads into Philippine territory s out of the ques- 
tion,” said a statement from Manila, Indonesia, 
where two terrorist attacks have been made in 
two years on Australians—one in Bali and the 
other on the Australian Embassy—has not react- 
fed as it awaits the assumption of the presidency 
of Gen. Sustilo Bambang Yudhoyono. 

Indonesia is no less prickly over its sovereignty 
and meddling in its intemal affairs than the 
Philippines and Malaysia. It is therefore unlikely 
that Jakarta would welcome the presence of for- 
eign troops—no matter if they are disguised as 
"flying squads"—to ensure the security and safety 
of foreign interests in Indonesia. This is not to say 
thatthe safety and security of foreigners in anoth- 
er country are unimportant. National sovereignty 
and pride dictate that such security measures Бе 
left in the hands of local authorities, To send fly- 
ing squads into their territories is offensive to 
their pride and reveals the insensitivity of Aus- 
tralia to Asians'sense of nationalism.

“Typical American abroad, we muttered, 
dearly wishing that Colin would indeed spend 
some time behind bars and get himself and 
Christie eliminated, Finally, he paid up, but only 
with the most insulting gesture of throwing his 
precious dollar bills to the ground, 

n contrast, Chip and Kim McAllister seemed the 
very models of decorum and good cheer. They mar- 
veled ar the sights, helped out their fellow competi- 
tors, and couldn't believe their good fortune in 
finding themselves in exotic locales. Chip, hearty 
and good-hearted and an African-American, won 
my heart when he gushed at finding himself in 
Africa, the "heartland, while the other competitors 
grumbled about the heat and the surly drivers. 

And soit was that as the race neared its conclu- 
sion and Colin and Christie, and Chip and Kim, 
emerged the finalists, we cheered for the “mar.

Sure enough, Chip and Kim crossed the finish 
line first, earning the $1-million prize after a gruel-

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"The image conjured up in Southeast Asia by 
the Howard threat is that it is a pale imitation of 
Us President George W. Bush's preemptive р 
оп terrorism exemplified by the US-led invasion 
of Iraq. The plan reminds Asians—not only Fil- 
ipinos, Indonesians and Malaysians but also С 
nese—of American gun boat diplomacy being re- 
suscitated by Australia. 

"Through its steadfast commitment to Bush's 
“coalition of the willing” on Iraq and through its 
deployment of 800 troops in the occupation of 
Iraq, Australia has etched a strong perception in 
Southeast Asia that itis playing the role of regi 
al sheriff in the counter-terrorism war in the As 
Pacific as a surrogate of the global gendarme— 
the United States—whose preemptive strike poli- 
cy is failing as an effective instrument to fight ter- 
rorism, in the light of the escalating attacks by 
Iraqi militants on US troops in Iraq and the execu- 
Чоп and hostage-taking of individuals associated 
‘with American interests. 

Howard's plan rubs salt on still fresh wounds 
їп the Philippines which, only recently was con- 
demned by the Howard government of being a 
“marshmallow” after the Philippine government 
‘bowed to Iraqi militants demand to withdraw the 
tiny Philippine contingent in Iraq in exchange for 
the life ofa Filipino truck driver they had taken 
hostage. 

Even in Australia itself, the Howard project has 
‘come under fire from the opposition Labour Party 
asthe general elections near. It has driven acleav- 
age between Howard and Foreign Minister 
Alexander Downer. Howard's stance has made 
more difficult Downer’ job of patching up recent 
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ure in the final stages of the competition.

Contradicting 
this, Downer said he had previously told Asian 
neighbors that Australia would not deploy troops 
оп their soil and that the governments state- 
ments were purely “hypothetical.” Downer added 
that preemption would not be needed in South- 
east Asia as governments there "would be able to 
thwart terrorist attacks.” 

In other interviews, some government minis- 
ters said preemption did not foreshadow strikes 
on suspected Jemaah Islamiyah (Л) terrorist 
training camps in Mindanao, Howard and Down- 
er have said JI camps would not be attacked be- 
cause there was no evidence it would attack Aus- 
tralia directly. Any deployment of Australian 
teams would require negotiations with host coun- 
tries on the modus of their operation and cooper- 
ation with local authorities. 

Any Australian deployment іп Mindanao 
would be superfluous and would run into compli- 
cations with the anti-terror operations already 
under way. Joint military exercises are taking 
place between Philippine and American troops in. 
connection with their joint campaign against the. 
Abu Sayyaf, the terrorist group linked to the in- 
ternational terrorist network al-Qaida.

News and gossip from Mabini 


BROWSING through Apolinario Mabini's corre- 
spondence recently, маз drawn to a number of 
chatty letters to Marcelo Н. del Pilar. Му origi- 
nal impression, after going through all these 
letters twice several years ago, was that, com- 
pared to Rizal's, they were devoid of human in- 
terest, Mabini probably turned serious and соп. 
scious of his letters when he was Emilio Agui- 
naldo's trusted adviser. 

In the US Library of Congress are letters ad- 
dressed to Aguinaldo, with marginal notes, usually 
а draft reply written in Mabinis small almost femi- 
nine script (which is why some people make a big 
thing about his surname, maliciously linking it to 
binibini). Poor Mabini was the target of a demoli- 
tion ob tha originated from the Malolos Congress. 
The nasty rumors about his paralysis and venereal 
disease emanated from his enemies in Congress, 
and these were debunked only in the 1980s follow- 
ing an autopsy proving that the Sublime Paralytic 
Jost the use of his legs due to polio, not syphilis. 

Mabini had a human side and we get rare 
glimpses ofthis in his letters to Del Pilar. For exam- 
ple, in a letter dated Nov 28, 1894, he narrated: 

“In the last town fiesta of Cavite, moments be- 
fore the start of the bicycle race, which was one of 
the highlights of the celebration, the captain of 
the civil guards of one of the military posts of the. 
said province pushed Don Jose Luna out of his 
way, insulting him at the same time. As it was to 
be expected, this resulted in a challenge to a duel, 
which the captain refused to accept. He is the 
kind of man who values his life as much as he de- 
spises the dignity of a fellow human being." 

One would wish that Mabini's notes and com- 
ments made i to some small blind item or a col- 
umn in La Solidaridad because some ofthe gossip 
are as interesting today as they were 110 years 
ago. In the same letter of Nov. 28, 1894, he said: 

"In Santa Isabel, Bulacan, an event took place 
lately, news of which was circulated here among

our friends. The parish priest of that town visited 
the Municipal School for Girls and, because of his 
brazen and discourteous behavior, of which only 
our friars are capable, a fight ensued between him 
and two girls. The girls came out with bruised 
heads, whereas the parish priest, his garments 
torn to shreds, ran down the streets, giving a show. 
of nakedness never expected even by Christ him; 
self. Iam notin a position to guarantee this ne 

Sometimes Mabini relates the social and politi- 
cal tension during those times. On Jan. 22, 1895, 
he wrote Del Pi 

“Rumors of an approaching rebellion are 
starting again to circulate here and the govern- 
ment is trying to forestall it by giving secret or- 
ders to the police to raid any meeting of the 
Freemasons and arrest the people they come up- 
on as if they were gamblers, For this reason, the 
workshops here, which will never be found 
guilty of audacity because they have learned 
enough prudence, have suspended their work to 
avoid criminal complaint for unlawful assembly. 
In truth, 1 do not know how Freemasonry, being 
‘lawful association in Spain, could be unlawful 
in the Philippines, where itis practiced exactly 
as Spanish Freemasonry.” 

n our history textbooks, the Philippine Revo- 
tution led by Andres Bonifacio seems to appear 
‘out of nowhere. Of course, the Revolution is sup- 
posed to have resulted from centuries of neglect 
and opposition, but to have rumors of a rebellion 
circulating over a year before August 1896 made 


me realize how paranoid Spanish Manila could 
be. In the same letter, Mabini related: 

`The municipal captain of the town of Talisay, 
Batangas, is under court-martial because а letter, 
signed by him and addressed to the German Con- 
sul requesting that the accompanying letter be 
sento Rizal, was found inthe person of the drunk- 
ard, In this leer, Rizal was being informed that 
the people of Talisqy and others were already pre- 
pared and only waiting for his decision It is clear 
that it is а coarse scheme, plotted by his enemies, 
which does not even deserve to be mentioned had 
the authorities not given it importance and, like 
Quixote, started persecuting what did not exis.” 

So rumors of a rebellion were not real? The al- 
leged letter to Rizal from rebels in Talisay was a 
forgery planted on this poor innocent man? 
Didn't Bonifacio send an emissary to Dapitan to 
ask Rizal what he thought of the revolution and 
whether he was willing to support it? 

‘This mixture of news and gossip deserves a sec- 
cond look if only to help us recreate the history of 
the late 19th century. In а letter dated April 29, 
1895 Mabini related news that sounded like 
Basilio and Crispin in "Noli Me Tangere": 

Manila nowadays the only topic of conver- 
sation is the theft of a ciborium in the church of 
Paco. The suspects, two sacristans, died in San 
Juan de Dios Hospital because of tortures inflict- 
ed on them with real inquisitorial fury. There are 
rumors circulating around which appear as truth. 
‘What is worse is that, itis also being heard around 
that one of the sacristans declared that the parish 
priest had knowledge of the theft, doubtless to 
implicate certain persons whom he does not trust. 
But this last rumor is still uncertain.” 

Mabini wrote only to Del Pilar but now his let- 
ters are read by others who are curious about his 
life and times,

EVERY evening at Rockwell in Makati, аз plush boutiques 
wind down thei activities, there is a building that goes in the 
other direction, coming alive as hundreds of students stream 
into Ateneo's Professional Schools for their classes in law, 
government and business. b 

For two nights this week, the building was busier than 
usualas ће school brought several hundred students togeth- 
er for plenary lec- 
tures, part of an ex- 
traordinary exercise 
сай Mulat-Di- 
wa—an opening of 
the mind or, in the 
words of Dr Alfredo 
Bengzon, who heads 
the business school, 
“the eyes of the 
heart"—-to get the students to reflect on how business might 
contribute to the task of nation-building. 

T was invited to lecture on culture and nation-building 
while Ateneo's own Fr. Jojo Magadia spoke on economics, 
politics and poverty. I will admit that even after years of 
teaching, I found the assignment daunting, After all, we 
were being asked to deal with some 800 people at each ses- 
sion, our lectures transmitted live to several sites within the 
Rockwell campus, as well as to Ateneo's extension sites in 
Sta, Rosa, Laguna, Subic and Cebu City 

‘Skeptical? 1 will admit 1 was that way too; after all, talk 
about social conscience and nation-building isn't usually 
done in a business school. Yet by the end of the second round 
oftalis, could feel the atmosphere in the auditorium, and in 
the remote sites, was charged. People were, well disturbed, 
and thet was the most important point ofthe exercise,” 

Body mining 

Before the plenary lectures, the students got to see“an 
episode of GMA-7's “Imbestigador” titled “Pobreng Pinoy" I 
have worked with the poor in rural and urban areas for many 
years, but "Pobreng Pinoy" still had new shocking revelations. 

What was most striking about the documentary was the way 
the poor find ways to survive: subsisting on instant noodles, 
setting up shacks on rivers (to get around the ban on squatting 
on land), taking over abandoned vehicles to build a home. But 
its most disturbing revelations were about the selling of body 
parts, "kinakalkal ang katawan" or "mining the body" as host 
Mike Enriquez put it. We hear of such cases, but I was not quite 
prepared to leam the extent of what could be sold. 

"Pobreng Pinoy” featured professional blood donors, 
something the public has been aware of for along time. But 
that was the mildest example of body mining. It also featured 
a man who had sold all his teeth to dental students needing 
subjects to practice tooth extractions. He still goes to these 
dental students, this time to let them practice on his mouth 
for the fitting of dentures. He has also become an agent, 
looking for other people willing to let dental students prac- 
tice their extraction skills on them. 

‘Another man interviewed on the show talked about how 
he had donated some of his skin for a patient needing grafts. 
He gotP5,000 for a small piece of skin from his leg, and now 
plans to sell his kidney. The trade in kidneys is actually thriv- 
ing, with buyers sometimes coming in from overseas. 

“The most shocking example of body mining was а man 
who had sold one of his eyes, for P50,000, the money used 
upto treat his mother's heart condition. 

‘There were other heartbreaking stories in this trade of 
body pars, ending with a mother who had accepted P50,000 
from someone who wanted to adopt her newborn child. 

Anation dismembered 

During one of the plenary sessions, the topic of overseas 
Filipino workers came up. 

"While recognizing the extent of remittances coming in, Fa- 
ther Jojo wondered if overseas labor was really making a 
dent on peoples lives. Sure, homes are built and children get 
to finish college because of the remittances, but Father Jojo 
also wondered how much of workers’ earnings go into pro- 
ductive activities to make a difference for national develop- 
ment. 

Thad to speak out, too, again acknowledging that our over 
seas workers are making heroic contributions to the Philip- 
pine economy but wondering what the long-term costs would 
be. I shared the story of a 21-year-old girl who had been ге 
cruited to work in Japan. She had become pregnant before 
she could eave and after the baby was born, she began to con- 
sider the possibilities Of paying her way out of her contract. 

‘The people at the promotions agency did not take kindly 
to her request to withdraw from the recruitment, first telling 
her she'd need to pay at least 70,000 for expenses they'd in- 
curred for her training and documentation. Not only that, 
the staff lectured her on the need to be more responsible: 
"Aren't you ashamed to your younger brother and sister? By 
mot going to Japan, you're letting them down." 

AS if that statement was not bad enough, she was always 
hectored: "Someday when your baby grows up, don't you 
think you'd be ashamed telling your child that you chose not 
to goto Japan to work?" 

My regular readers know I've always been supportive of 
overseas workers ut there are times, and they are becoming 
more frequent, when I wonder what the long-term social 
costs will befor such large-scale deployment. 

"The anecdote about the young girl who had just delivered 
stirred up the audience, and got Dr. Alfredo Bengzon to speak 
out, too, and to compare this massive exporting of labor to the 
trade in body parts. As our Filipinos eave, we become a nation 
dismembered, much like the poor who sel vital body organs. 

My main concern is the way overseas work has totally 
changed, wel, distorted, our priorities.

Prosecutor 
held for lost 
evidence...

CEBU CITY—The National Bureau of Investi- 
gation here yesterday arrested an assistant 
city prosecutor who was charged at the Sandi- 
ganbayan with negligence for the loss of 
248.2 grams of shabu.

The 
first was after he failed to put up the rec- 
ommended Р70,000 bail bond the other 
day. 

Brillantes was arrested Wednesday after 
the NBI received a copy of the arrest warrant 
issued by the fourth division of the anti-graft 
‘court. He was freed on the same day. 

But NBI 7 Director Reynaldo Esmeralda 
said he learned yesterday that the court was 
тос able to issue a release order, prompting 
him to direct his agents yesterday to arrest 
anew the prosecutor. 

Brillantes, however, was able to put up a 
property bond yesterday moming for his tem- 
porary liberty. He was ао able to secure a re- 
lease order from the executive judge of the 
Cebu Regional Trial Court. 

Тһе prosecutor is facing two criminal 
charges for alleged malversation of public 
property and violation of the anti-graft law. 
Associate Justice Gregory Ong set the bail 
bond at P40,000 and P30,000 respectively for 
thetwo cases. 

‘The cases followed the loss of the illegal 
drugs, which served as evidence against a sus- 
pected drug pusher, while they were in his 
custody. 

Brillantes received the evidence on Nov. 
17, 2000 as proved by then prosecutor Rusti- 
co Paderanga. The loss of the prohibited 
drugs was discovered only on Feb. 16, 2001. 
The drugs were placed in a steel cabinet 
where the lock was found to be defective. 

Brillantes yesterday told reporters he 
would file a petition before the Court of Ap- 
peals contesting the finding of the Visayas- 
Ombudsman.

TACLOBAN CITY— The city health officer has 
joined oher health officials in the country in 
expressing alarm over losing government 
doctors to lucrative jobs abroad, with the re- 
‘cent departure of one of his doctors for a job 
in the United States. 

Dr. Jaime Opinion, the city health officer, 
said he feared that the delivery of health ser- 
vices in the city would suffer as some mem- 
bers ofthe medical staf of the City Health Of- 
fice (CHO) were now starting to leave public 
service in favor of good paying jobs abroad. 

‘Just last month, one of the city govern- 
menrs doctors had left for the United States 
to work, further depleting the number of doc- 
tors working at the CHO, Opinion said. 

Opinion told the Ingunn that with only six 
doctors working at the CHO, the doctor per 
persons ratio mandated by the Magna Сапа 
for Health Workers is no longer being met. 

“Under the Magna Carta, the ratio should be 
‘one doctor per 20,000 people. With a popula- 
tion of close to 200,000 inhabitants, Tacloban 
needs at least 10 doctors," Opinion said. 

With one city government doctor choosing 
1o look for greener pasture abroad, and with 


most senior among the doctors at the СНО. 

"And someofthem are also thinking of leaving 
government service,” Opinion told the Inguru, 
referring to the remaining doctors at the CHO. 

For several years now, doctors and nurses 
have been leaving the country in droves to 
seek good and high-paying job as nurses and 
caregivers in different countries, notably in 
the United States and Canada. 

He said health programs like immunization 
"would definitely be hampered.” 

Не said that the main reason doctors are 
leaving public service was low pay. 

He said they could not also ask the city gov- 
emment to increase their salaries since they 
are covered by the Salary Standardization 
Law, which puts a cap on their monthly pay.

NBI has new 
witness in 
Blanca case

THE NATIONAL Bureau of Investigation 
(NBD has secured thestatement of the second 
of two new witness in the Nida Blanca slay 
case. The new testimony could be used as ba 
sis for a new bid to extradite key suspect Rod 
Strunk. 

‘An NBI official who requested anonymity 
said that the witness, a man whom he refused 
to name, gave his sworn statement to NBI in- 
vestigators recently. 

This new witness claimed that he was one 
of several people tasked to do surveillance on 
Blanca a few weeks before she was found 
dead, according to the NBI official. 

The NBI official, who was privy to the case, 
said the witness and his companions stayed 
outside the Atlanta Center in San Juan when 
they were watching the actress, The source 
refused to provide any more details 


Blanca murder history 

Blanca (Dorothy Jones in real life), was 
found dead inside her car ar the Atlanta Cen 
ters parking lot on Nov 7,2001 

A suspect, Philip Medel, came out and ad- 
mitted knowledge of the murder He then 
tagged Strunk, who was arrested by the po- 
lice. 

But Medel later recanted his testimony 
against Strunk, claiming thatthe police tor 
tured him into pointing to Blancas husband 
as the killer of che actress. 

Police freed Strunk, who then flew to the 
United States, 

Ensuing effort by the government to have 
him extradited failed after the United States 
District Court decided that the reasons pre-

Current account 
posts surplus 
of $1.93B 


‘THE COUNTRYS current account posted a 
surplus of $1.93 billion in the first semester of 
the year, up by 146 percent from a year ago, 
fueled by improved export performance. 

In a press briefing yesterday, Bangko Sen- 
tral ng Pilipinas Assistant Governor Diwa 
Guinigundo said that for the whole year, the 
current account was expected to remain at a 
surplus of $1.48 billion. 

"Exports are targeted to expand by 10 per- 
cent ín line with the projected demand 
growth in partner countries,” Guinigundo 
said. 

“Imports of goods are anticipated to rise by 
13 percent due largely to higher crude oil 
price in the world market and the demandfor 
imported raw materials and capital goods to 
support the requirements ofthe export sector 
and the manufacturing sector" he explained. 

"The current account—which covers trade 
of goods and services, and transfer pay- 
ments—is a key component of the balance of 
payments, which measures the foreign ex- 
change transactions between the country and 
the restof the world. 

‘The first semester current account surplus 
helped the country post а $68 million BOP 
surplus in the same period, a turnaround 
from the $609 million deficit a year ago.

removing VAT exemptions

THE DEPARTMENT of Finance is moving to 
lift the value-added tax exemption of several 
products and services in a bid to shore up rev- 
enue collection of the cash-strapped govem- 
ment, and solve the perceived inefficiency of 
the country’s VAT system. 

The DOF has submitted to Congress a draft 
bill that seeks to trim down the list of VATex- 
empt products and services. It is currently 
looking for a sponsor of the bill. 

Should Congress approve the proposed bill, 
services rendered by lawyers and doctors will 
то longer be exempted from VAT. Some mem- 
bets of Congress and the Cabinet have ques- 
Чопей the VAT exemption enjoyed by doctors.

"The economic team wants to remove the 
VAT exemption of lawyers and doctors because 
we need to level the playing feld among pro- 
fessionals,” Finance Undersecretary Grace Tan 
an interview with reporters. 
"The proposal also sought the removal of 
the VAT exemption enjoyed by the following: 
sale or importation of coal, natural gas, and 
petroleum products; sale or importation of 
Taw materials for petroleum products; impor- 
tation of passenger and/or cargo vessels of 
more than 5,000 tons; sale and importation. 
by cooperatives, and sale and importation of 
printing and publication books. - 

“Itis unfortunate that the full benefits from. 
VAT cannot be realized in view of the many 
exemptions that have been granted to various 
sectors of the economy,” the DOF said in the 
draft bill's explanatory note. 


Tan explained that the “too many” VAT ex- 
emptions had distorted the VAT system, 
which was supposed to have a broad taxpay- 
ет base. The tax trail under the VAT system, 
"which requires taxpayers to declare their in- | 
put and output credits is destroyed by the ex- 
emptions, she added. 

By limiting the VAT exemption, the govern- 
ment hopes to plug the leakages that was 
partly brought about by the distortion of the , 
Var trail. 

According to the DOR, the government lost 
about P144 billion from VAT leakages in 2003, 
alone. Of the P279 billion expected col- 
ectibles from VAT last year, the government's 
actual VAT collection only reached P135 bil- 
lion, This translated to а 52-percent VAT gap, 
ог the difference between the expected and 
actual collections.

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Malacafiang 
transfers 
IPO to DTI

MALACANANG has transferred the Intellectu- 
al Property Office from the Office of the Exec. 
utive Secretary to the Department of Trade 
and Industry, to further its 10-point economic. 
program. 

Executive Order No. 346, signed last Aug. 
9, said the transfer was necessary to make it 
easier for the DTI and the IPO to coordinate 
policies and programs. 

The IPO was established to oversee and 


implement state policies on the protection 


and enforcement of intellectual property 
rights. 

Last May Trade Secretary Cesar V. Purisima 
said the government would mount a more 
vigorous enforcement of IPRs in a bid to be re- 
moved from the United States' list of top 
copyright violators. 

Purisima's statement came after the US re- 
tained the country on its priority watch list 
(PWL) of IPR violators under the so-called 
Special 301 Report. 

This groups violators into four classes: pri- 
rity foreign countries, PWL, watch list and 
Section 306. 

Countries listed in the PWL are considered 
unable to provide an adequate level of IPR 
protection for American right holders or prod 
ucts. 

‘Those listed are subject to fast-tracked in- 
vestigations and possible sanctions. 

There аге 15 PWL countries in this year's 
report, including Asian countries such as In- 
dia, Indonesia, Korea, Pakistan and Taiwan.

IN ADDRESSING the fiscal crisis, we must 
choose strategic areas where we will have 
the most impact. 

"The decision of the Silliman University

$10-billion discrepancy 

"The United Nations Council for Trade And 
Development (UNCTAD) website shows a 
$10-billion discrepancy between our govem- 
‘ment’ record of importation and the exports

the reports are correct, the dis- 

crepancy primarily may be due to either out- 
right or technical (e.g. undervaluation, mis- 
declaration, misclassification) smuggling. 

Assuming a 10% Value Added Tax and a 
modest 5% tariff rate, this amounts to P84 
billion in potential lost revenue. This is al- 
j| most one third ofthe entire budget deficit 

Other measures, such as increasing Napoc- 
ог$ power rates should be addressed. Napoc- 
‘or losses are projected at P114 billion this year 
But if officials raise the power rate too much, 
this will have an inflationary multiplier effect, 
causing the spiraling of prices, detrimental to 
our consumers. They will also cause addition- 
al curback of already scarce jobs. 

On the other hand, curbing smuggling 
will increase our revenue significantly and 
save the jobs lost from unfair competition 
brought on by smuggled goods. 

‘Two days ago, at the second meeting of 
the Mulé-Sectoral Coalition Against Smug- 
gling (MCAS), two key anti smuggling mea- 
sures to address the fiscal crisis were an- 
nounced. For these bold moves, Bureau of 
Customs (BOC) Commissioner George Jere- 
‘osshould be recognized for his political will 


Inward Foreign Manifest 

The IFM is a document that lists the 
goods on a specific vessel coming in from 
abroad, An electronic copy is given to the 
‘Customs bureau at least two days before 
the shipment’ arrival, while a hard copy is 
provided upon arrival. 

For more than 15 years, other government 
agencies were denied access to these IFMs. 
Since the BOC was the only agency with ac- 
сез, there was no check-and-balance mecha- 
nism for the accurate reporting of imported 
goods, This might explain why there was a 
$10-billion discrepancy between BOC records 
and the reports of our trading partners. At the 
‘MCAS meeting, it was announced that the 
BOC would now provide IFM access to the De- 
partment of Agriculture (DA) and the Depart- 
rent of Trade and Industry (DT). 

Inthe past ifthere were 100 container vans 
cof imported onions arriving in a given month, 
the BOC would know this ahead of time. But 
the DA, with йз quarantine responsibility and 
duty to prote ће farmers, would only know 
‘what the BOC chose to tell them. Thus, many 
containers were smuggled through Customs 
without the DAS knowledge. 

*Now that the DA will have access to the 
ІЕМ, this may no longer happen. Access to 


they 
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the IFMs may be the single most powerful 
tool in preventing smuggling because of 
this new check-and-balance system. 


Auditsof CBWs - 

Customs Bonded Warehouses are estab- 
lishments meant primarily for products that 
are processed and then re-exported. Because 
of this, they do not pay taxes and duties. 
However, some of these products are sold i 
to the local market, By then the importers 
must pay the required taxes and duties. Un- 
fortunately, many do not do this and are 
therefore guilty of smuggling. 

According to Jose Sereno of the Association 
ofthe Petrochemical Manufacturers, there are 
many legitimate CBWs, but there are others 
that merely serve as fronts for smuggling. In 
2003, itis alleged that 70 percent of the esti- 

‘mated $137 million in CBW 
resin imports are smuggled in- 
tothe count 


‘The problem is that the Bureau of Cus- 
toms is the group that audits the CBWs, 
which they themselves supervise. It was 
suggested at the Sept. 8 MCAS meeting 
that the private sector would be allowed to 
participate in the CBW audit. 

“Two days ago, Commissioner Jereos an- 
nounced he would allow private sector par- 
ticipation in the CBW audits, provided the 
concerned CBWs would agree. 

At first, some were skeptical But during the 
MCAS meeting, Jose Concepcion said this 
could be achieved since it was done during his 
incumbency as DTI secretary. Donald Dee, 
president ofthe Employers Confederation of 
the Philippines, added that private firms par- 
ticipating in the audit should always safe- 
guard the confidentiality of information nec- 
‘essary for the СВИ competitive positioning. 

During the meeting, it has been suggest- 
ed that sectoral associations and indepen- 
dent auditors take part in the procedure to 
ensure objectivity and the protection ofthe 
CBWs concerned. 

With the new arrangements, the legiti- 
mate CBWs will be strengthened while the. 
illegitimate ones terminated because of 
their smuggling activities. 


‘Conclusion 

Customs Commissioner Jereos and the 
BOC should be commended. They have built 
оп the good work of former Commissioner 
‘Antonio Bemardo by focusing on the strate- 
gic areas of IFM access and private sector 
participation in CBW audits. These are pre- 
cisely the areas where tremendous impact 
can be made by just an act of political will. 

The MCAS still recommends the immedi- 
ate restoration of the three abolished anti- 
smuggling bodies, including the Anti-Smug- 
gling Intelligence and Information Center 
(Asii), with its fory-person complement 
devored full time to fight smuggling. Never- 
theless, with the two anti-smuggling mea- 
sures, the MCAS members believe that they 
are now in a better position to address the 
fiscal crisis and provide the necessary envi- 
ronment for job creation.

Cement safeguards 
more vital than 
ever, say producers

A GROUP of cement makers yesterday said 
the recent uptrend in the cost of inpurs made 
it more necessary for the government to im- 
pose safeguard duties against imports. 

Felix Enrico R. Alfiler, president of the Ce- 
ment Manufacturers Association ofthe Philip- 
pines, said in a statement that the upsurge in 
costs of coal, diesel fuel and electricity, among 
others, have made it more difficult for mem- 
bers to make the needed adjustments to be 
more competitive with low-priced imports. 

"The Department of Trade and Industry, act- 
ing on petitions from local cement manufac- 
turers, imposed a safeguard duty of P20.60 
per 40-kilogram bag of imported cement 
starting in June 2003. The duty was reduced 
to P15.60 last March on account of rising 
prices inthe local market. 

Ina ruling issued las July, the Supreme Court 
overtumed an earlier decision of the Court of Ap- 
peals which upheld the safeguard duty A 
Japanese frm had questioned the legality of the 
‘safeguard measure with the lower court 

‘The DTI has filed a motion for the Supreme 
Court to reconsider its decision. 

"While rising costs has not derailed (indus- 
чу effors to be more efficient), the results 
may take longer to realize,” Alfiler said. 

The implementation of safeguard mea- 
sures, while’ protecting the local industry, 
would require local firms to improve opera- 
tions and prepare to compete with imports 
once the safeguards lapse. 

‘Among the measures that local cement 
firms have adopted are debt restructuring; ex- 
tensive research on the use of alternative fu- 
els to reduce dependence on costly electricity 
and imported coal; increased management 
and operational efficiencies, improve man- 
agement techniques and more intensive prod- 
ча research and development. 

‘Also, Alfler said the safeguard tariffs 
should be retained because there was still an 
excess of supply in Asia, which poses a threat 
of dumping to a low. tariff country such as the 
Philippines.

MALES NOW A SKINCARE MARKET 
Men step out of women’s section

YOU can blame it on the phenomenal success 
of television show “Queer Eye for the Straight 
Guy" and how “metrosexual” became part of” 
the dictionary. 

Whatever the reason, the verdict is clear 
Men are getting as comfortable talking about 
designing their homes, the latest in moisturiz- 
cers and facial cleansers, as they are about mu- 
sic, sports, cars and, of course, women. 

Riding on this trend is Nivea, one of the 
world's leading skincare brands, which re- 
cently came up with a wide range of facial 
care products designed for men. 

Rica King, marketing director for the 
Philippines of Nivea manufacturer Beiersdorf 
AG, tells the молеа that products for males, 
straight or otherwise, are becoming a major 
category in the skin care industry, due in large 
part to the men’s growing consciousness 
about how they look. 

"Women have long been conscious about 
taking good care of their skin, but men are 
fast catching up,” she says. 

A study conducted last year on Filipino 
men's facial skin care habits showed that 
ipino men were most concerned about having.

‘men's specific needs,” she says. 

For facial cleansing, Nivea came up with 
the Double Action Face Wash to clear away 
everyday dirt and excess oil, and has condi- 
tioning agents to leave skin refreshed. 

Nivea also produced a mild shaving foam 
ånd shaving gel to protect ће skin against ra- 
zor burn, skin irritation and moisture loss.

Then theres the Nivea Revitalizing 010 
cream, an anti-wrinkle moisturizer that 
brings back life into tired-looking skin.

Nivea also gathered that there was a good 
number of Filipino men who used to secretly 
buy their beauty products from the women's 
section have come out ofthe open. 

"They bought products, although it was not 
something that the men would openly talk 
about. But that is changing, especially now 
that there are products for men,” she says. 

King expressed confidence that men's car- 
ing for their skin is a trend that is ere to stay 
зо she expects other skin care firms to follow. 
their lead and come up their own line of prod-

Nivea, however, could claim having first 
cracked the market, thus, encouraging men to.

Setting marketing objectives is 
the firs step in your marketing 
planning. It is the logical first step 
because objectives are what your 
plan is meant o artain 

"he marketing plan gains a 
sharp focus and specific direction. 
when its marketing objectives are 
specific, measurable, attainable, 
realistic and time-bound; i.e., 
when you have SMART. objec- 
tives. SMART objectives are met- 
ricated objectives 

One way of understanding the. 
role of metrics in the setting of 
marketing objectives is by exam- 
ining a specific set of such objec- 
tives: Lets look at a specific case. 
then. 


Atypical case 
Here is a set of specific objec- 
tives that came from the market- 
ing plan of a start-up company in 
the personal digital assistant 
(PDA) or handheld computer cat- 
‘egory. The marketing plan is for a 
mew multifunctional PDA the 
company wants to introduce in 
the market where the major play- 
ers are Palm with over 60 percent.

Tested against the SMART cri- 
teria for setting objectives, it’s 
easy to see that all three objec- 
tives in the sample case qualify as 
specific, measurable and time- 
bound. The first objective із spe- 
ficto two things: sales and mar- 
ket share. Because this objective 
is about sales and market share, 
ies also specifie to the entire mar- 
keting mix or program. As Mar- 
keting 101 teaches, because sales 
and market share are both a func- 
tion of the total marketing mix, 
setting objectives їп terms of sales 
and market share has specific ref 
erence to the total mix. 

"This tells us something about 
the criterion of “specificity.” Set- 
ting a specific marketing objec- 
tive must call on our command of 
basic marketing concepts. Here 
the particular concept invoked is 
the concept of matching target 
market response with the respon- 
sible ("causal") marketing tool or 
tools. The target responses here 
are specified as sales and market 
share, Strictly speaking those are 
mot market responses because 
they refer to the marketer rather 
than the market. The market re- 
sponse equivalent of sales is con- 
sumer purchases while that for 
market share is purchase or usage 
share, 

‘Continuing with our analysis 
and proceeding now to the other 
two criteria, we can see that for 
the “measurability” criterion, the 
unit of measure of sales is in vol- 
ште, which is 240,000 pieces. 
Market share's unit of measure is 
in percent, in this case, 6 percent. 
As по the criterion’ of "time 
boundedness,” the sales and mar- 
ket share objectives’ time line is 
specified for both as one year, the

"The second objective is specific 
to the market response of brand 
awareness. However, the brand 
awareness response hi 
reference to two ma 
ments. One is to the consumer 
segment. The other is to the busi- 
mess segment. An additional 
specificity of this objective is the 
target responses responsible 
marketing tool. Marketing 101 
tells us that brand awareness is a 
function of advertising media 
weight (the product of reach 
times frequency). Therefore, this 
objective is specific to the market- 
ing mix element of advertising 
media weight or investment. The 
objective unit of measure is in 
percent: 40 percent for the con 
Sumer segment, and 50 percent 
for the business segment. Из tim- 
ing is one year.

I've had it 
for two years and people still come up to 
ask where | got it. It's my magic shirt, it's 
brought wonderful things to my life. Not a 
bad deal for P300. Patience was a primary 
tool during my hunt in Singapore. Dig 
through bargain bins, go through endless 
racks. The perfect dress could be waiting 
for you under a pile of rags. 

During a junket in Hong Kong, we were 
set loose in Mongkok. While other Asian 
journalists walked back carrying one or 
two packages, | was bogged down with so 
many bags that | could hardly walk. They 
had to rush forward to help me. That, for 
me, was power shopping. 

| faced the biting cold of December 


in South Korea and ! had windburn, painful 
knees and chunky colorful bracelets and 
necklaces to show for it. 

It was raining sheets during the one day | 
spent in Bangkok. The downpour didn't stop 
my search. I got drenched for printed boxers 


for my brother, two pairs of sandals - one was 


made of soft suede with pretty ankle straps 
(P250 each) and three bags (P300 each). | 
had no complaints. 


Indeed, the world is a giant treasure trove of 
bargains — if you know where and how to look. 


You don't even have to leave your comfort 
zone. Our country is a haven for affordable 
purchases. 

I remember making а cabbie drive around 


for Avatar accessories. When we finally found 
them at a hotel gift shop, | was ecstatic. Who 
wouldn't be, after finding exquisite dangling 
earrings for just P40? 

Before leaving Palawan one summer, we 
found a wonderful souvenir shop beside the 
airport. Stocking up on hippie accessories 
(P10 to P30) almost caused us to miss our 
flight. 

Manila is every shopaholic's dream – and 
not just because of midnight sales. Good 
deals can be found outside the malls too 
- in Divisoria, Tutuban, Central Market and 
Quiapo. The bazaars are also havens for the 
discount-happy. They've sprouted all over the 
city like 7-Elevens. 

Cheap but chic finds can hit you 
unexpectedly. Last year, because of the 


horrible flood, | slept at the office for four 
nights.
